ARTICLE IV 
Voted to raise and appropriate $5,300.00 for Winter 
Maintenance of highways and bridges for the ensuing year, 
ARTICLE V 
Voted to raise and appropriate $550.00: for the General 
Expenses of the Highway Department. 
ARTICLE VI 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $444.43 for 
Town Road Aid in order to receive the full State share of 
$2,962.88. 
ARTICLE VII 
Voted to raise and appropriate $250.00 to maintain 
adequate Public Library service or to supplement funds 
otherwise provided. 
ARTICLE VIII 
Voted to raise and appropriate $700.00 for the opera- 
tion of the Fire Department and the purchase and mainte- 
nance of equipment. 


ARTICLE IX 


Voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE X 


Voted to add to the capital reserve fund $2,072.27 
and $200.00. ‘The $2,072.27, being the operating surplus 
for fiscal year 1968, to be used for the purpose of pur- 
chasing new highway equipment. The $200.00 was derived 
from the sale of old Fire Department equipment, to be 
used for the purpose of purchasing Fire Department equip- 
ment, and designated ths Selectmen as agents of the Town 
authorized to make withdrawals from this fund to carry out 
the purpose for which it was established. 


ARTICLE XI 
Voted to accept two new Cemetery Trust Funds in the 


amounts of $100.00 each. To be known as the Joseph Nims 
Trust Fund and Edwin F. Nims Trust Fund. 


Voted to raise the Town Officers! salaries. 


ARTICLE XIII 


Voted to pass over Article XIII. 


ARTICLE XIV 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $450.00 for 
the purchase of police radios. 


ARTICLE XV 


Voted to restrain dogs during crust and deep snow 
season and to comply with the Fish and Game regulations. 


ARTICLE XVI 


Voted to pass over Article XVI. 


ARTICLE XVII 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 to 


support the Community Mental Health Clinic of the Monadnock 
Family and Mental Health Services. 


ARTICLE XVIII 
Voted to accept the reports of Agents, Auditors, and 
Committess as printed in the Town Report, amending the 
Auditor's Certificate to include Tax Collector accounts. 
ARTICLE XIX 
Sullivan Building Code and Zoning Ordinance Study 
Committee reports have been given to the Selectmen, the 


Selectmen will call a special meeting to discuss them. 


Sullivan residents still have the privilege of using 
the City of Keene Dumping facilities. 


Voted the meeting be dissolved at 12:15 A.M.

2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
be judged necessary to defray Town Charges for the ensu- 
ing year. 

3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money, 
including that sum required by law, as may be judged 
necessary, for Summer Maintenance of highways and bridges, 
and for any construction of the same, for the ensuing 
year. 

4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be judged necessary for the Winter Maintenance of 
highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 

5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be judged necessary for the General Expenses of the 
Highway Department. 

6. To raise and appropriate the sum of $505.64 for 
Town Road Aid in order to receive the full State's share 
of $3,370.91. 

7e To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be judged necessary to provide and maintain adequate 
Public Library service or to supplement funds otherwise 
provided. 

8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be judged necessary for the operation of the Fire 
Department and the purchase and maintenance of equipment. 

9. To authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to add to the 
Capital Reserve Fund, for the purpose of purchasing new 
highway equipment, the amount of $2,462.87, and to 
designate the Selectmen as agents of the Town to make 
withdrawals from said fund to carry out the purpose for 
which it was established. 

ll. To see if the Town will vote to revise the 
Town Officers! and Town Employees! salaries or take any 
action thereon. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00 to support the services of 
the Community Mental Health Clinic, of the Monadnock 
Family and Mental Health Service, said services operating 
under the provisions of the Community Mental Health 
Services Act of New Hampshire, with State Grant-In-Aid. 

13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
such sums cf money as may be judged necessary to sand 
and salt all Town roads, after each and every storm, in 
order to maintain a dry road condition. 

14. To accept the reports of Agents, Auditors, 
and Committees, as printed in the Town Report.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too 
many fires. Carelessness in burning trash and discarding 
smoking material and children playing with fire caused 
most of the fires. Your Forest Fire Warden's job would 
be easier, if everyone understood the State laws that 
govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these 
laws follows: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or 
near woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. 
This includes household waste burning, even if in an 
incinerator, grass burning, garden trash, as well as brush 
burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 


prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 
Exceptions 


Commercial or Industrial burning is allowed anytime 
under normal conditions with permission of the District 
Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed anytime under 
normal conditions with permission of the Fire Warden. 
On another's property with written permission of the 
landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden 
can forbid such fires, if in a hazardous area. Permits 
for cooking fires in the White Mountain National Forest 
can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger 
Stations. Permits are not required in public camp or 


picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for this 
purpose. 


Penalties 
1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
Sum fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 
ays. 
2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or reck- 
lessly that shall endanger woodlands the maximum 
fine is $500.00 or one year's imprisonment.

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking 
fire before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) 
above. 

4, For dropping inflammable material in or near wood- 
land, maximum fine is $25.00.
